The New Tariff Law 


The tariff bill that became a law on 


Saturday has really been under consid- 
eration since congress met last Decem- 
ber, when the Republican members of 
the ways and means committee com- 
menced framing the bill and giving 
hearings to interested trusts, and they 
were all more or less concerned. Work 
was prosecuted on these lines until the 
extra season met on the loth of-March, 
when the bill was promptly reported, 
and after less than two weeks' debate 
passed the house on the Slat of March. 
It reached the senate on All Fools' 
day, was sent to committee and report- 
ed back with upward of 900 amend- 
ments on the 4th of May. It passed 
the senate and was sent to conference 
on the 7th of July. When it passed the 
senate on Saturday it had really been 
under 
consideration 
nearly 
eight 


months. 
Most of this time was occu- 


pied by Republicans in settling their 
own differences and arranging terms 
with the trusts. 
The vote on final 


passage in the senate stood—yeas 40, 
nays 30, with 12 senatozs paired. 
The 


Populist senators carried out their de- 
clared purposes and declined to vote; 
there were seven of them, including 
two silver Republicans. In the affirma- 
tive vote the Republicans had the aid 
of MoEnery, of Louisiana, 
alleged 


Democrat, and Jones, of Nevada, inde- 
pendent silverite. The negative vote 
was Democratic, with one Populist, 
Harris, of Kansas. 
Counting pairs 


there were 46 votes for the bill, 36 
against and 7 senators not voting. This 
accounts for the 89 senators, there 
being one seat vacant. 
Without the 


aid of MoBnery (Dem.) and Jones, of 
Nevada Ind ), the bill could not have 
passed the senate had the opposing sen- 
ators all recorded themselves against 
it. 
It wa^ a cloae shave. The appar- 


ent majority of 10 for the bill resulted 
from seven senators opposed to it with- 
holding their votes. In reality the sen- 
ate stood 4B for the bill and 43 against.

The bill has been pressed aa a rev- 


enue measure on the ground that there 
can be no revival of prosperity until 
the government income equals its outgo 
—a sound principle generally, 
but 


without pressing application just now 
with a clear balance in the treasury of 
$131,000,000 over and above the $100;- 
000,000 greenback reserve fund. 
The 


treasury deficiency for the last year end- 
ing July 1 was $18,00,000, and for the 
preceding year $25,000,000, so that the 
suprlns in the treasury was ample to 
meet all probable deficiencies for five 
years. The plea of revenue was an ex- 
cuse for trust legislation. The sugar 
and other trust pleaded it to cheat the 
revenue. The liepublioan leaders claim 
the customs receipts under the new law 
will amount to $180,000,000 this year, 
and rise to $220,000,000 next year. 
This is unreliable guess work. Wo ven- 
ture the prediction there will be a 
greater deficiency under the new tariff 
for the fiscal year ending June 80, 
1808, 
than there was for the year end- 


ing June 80, 1S07. 
After that every- 


thing 
will depend on the state of 


home business and our foreign trade. 
Excessive customs taxes, as in this 
bill, do not increase imports from 
which 
duties are collected. 
They 


diminish them. Protection was aban- 
doned in the bill as a revenue getter, 
and the increased revenue, if there is 
an increase, will come from -the sugar 
tax, from which the government may 
got $50,000,000, while the sugar trust 
will gobble ten to fifteen millions. 
Aside from the sugar tas the bill will 
be a greater deficiency maker than was 
the Wilson law. 


millions out of the pockets of the peo- 
ple, was voted down by the same party 
vote. This was another record vote. 
The two illustrate without disguise and 
without the possibility of explanation 
or evasion the way the trusts domi- 
nated tbe senate and house Republi- 
cans. In all its essential features that 
go to the indirect taxation of the peO' 
pie for the benefit of trusts and com 
binations the new tariff law ia the 
product of Wall street and trust lobby- 
ists. It is in payment of debts incurred 
in 1806 and to provide the Mark 
Hannas with an always available safety 
fund for the future. 


We believe.the enactment of this 


tariff will mark a new era on tariff 
legislation and debate in this C9untry. 
It is the culmination and high tide of 
protective legislation, from which there 
must be an ebb. It is more than likely 
that henceforth the tariff will be less 
of a partisan question and more of a 
business one. After an interval of rest 
and the disposition of the currency and 
silver issues the tariff will be taken up 
as a business and revenue question' 
purely. 
With cheap and cheapening 


production in this country and our in- 
roads into foreign markets, especially 
as to manufactures, protection, what- 
ever may have been its uses in the past, 
will lose all its significance, except 
possibly aa to a few articles ol con- 
sumption. 
A low revenue tax will 


furnish all the protection desired. Our 
iron and steel interests, and in fact all 
the metal trades, are indifferent to the 
tariff rates now, because they are pro- 
ducing cheaper than our 
European 


competitors, and beat them in neutral 
markets. A necessity will be created 
by the falling off in customs taxes for 
new sources of revenue and our revenue 
laws will be recast. 
There will have 


to be taxes on tea and coffee and an in- 
crease in internal taxes to meet our 
always increasing expenditures. This 
is a certainty of the future, plainly 
conceded by Senator Aldrich in the 
tariff debates in the senate.—Pittsbnrg 
Post.

of the Advantages That Are 
•eued by the Ambidextrous. 


Ambidextrous men and women, or 


those who can use either right or left 
hand with equal facility, are not near- 
ly so frequently met with as might at 
first be supposed—-in fact, they are quite 
rare. This double faculty ig, however, 
much more frequently met with among 
butchers and sailors than in any other 
walks of life. Left handed butchers are 
numerous, as a walk through any of 
our large market houses will quickly 
demonstrate, but it is a very interest- 
ing study to watch one of them who 
will cut, chop, saw and handle his 
meat without once changing it from 
one side to the other on the block or 
changing his own position. 


In view of the many advantages de- 


rived from the ability to uso both hands 
equally well many people have of ton 
expressed surprise at the action of edu- 
cational authorities in insisting on tho 
use of only tho right hand instead of 
trying to develop an equal skill iu the 
other. They nil stick t 
• right hand- 


ed idcu, however, and 
. old resident 


of Fraukford, noted for his aiabidex- 
trousucss, is still niouruiuig tho loss of 
a prize at school through the uso of his 
left hand in writing, although ho wns 
equally skillful as a peumau with his 
right. 


The benefits derived from the use of 


both hands wero excellently illustrated 
in the experience of two carpenters who 
lived iu Fraukford some yenrs ago. 
Their names wera Cross and Walton, 
and the former was right handed, the 
latter left handed. As ouo was also 
very tall and the other very short, they 
made a curious couple, but they always 
worked together laying floors and put- 
ting up joiners' work iu buildings. 


They could take jobs of this charac- 


ter cheaper than any other, because 
they could work from either end toward 
each other so handily. 
Cross would 


square a floor bourd at oue cud aud 
Walton would "scribe" aud cut it off 
to fit at the other end and then nail 
down, working together from opposite 
cuds. 


Left handed machinists are always 


at a disadvantage, as machinery is in- 
variably adapted to people who work 
right handed, but the ambidextrous 
rnuii or woman is always at home in 
whatever work is undertaken.—Phila- 
delphia Record.

Immense Web* Woven by Yellow Spiders. 


A. Mysterious Disappearance Explained. 
A Frultllke Crab—Tricks of Nature Pro- 
tect the Defenaeleu. 


Once, in attempting to force my way 


through the thick bay cedar underbrush 
tf one of the smaller and outer keys of 
the Flortia reef I suddenly broke into 
an opening which had the appearance 
of a narrow street or trail. Tho brush 
was sis or eight feet iu height and re- 
markably thick, and the heat was intol- 
erable. The branches and leaves which 
were interlaced formed a perfect net- 
work aud gavo shelter to innumerable 
crabs, which had taken possession of 
old birds' nests, while under foot the 
eggs aud newly hatched terns almost 
covered the ground. 


Once in the opening or street it was 


found to be about seven feet across, 
winding away out of sight, but my way 
was blocked by several curious obsta- 
cles—a succession of webs stretched 
vertically across the pathway at inter- 
vals of. five or six feet. They woro of 
extraordinary strength aud were thrown 
out and poised in a marvelous manner. 
In the center of each of those silken bar- 
riers clung a hugo yellow spider, so ug- 
ly aud conspicuous that I stopped be- 
fore the first doubting the evidence of 
my eyes, and as I looked the first yel- 
low spider of the series disappeared. 
There was no doubt about it. At first 
so striking and gaudy, it slowly faded 
away, and through th^yob I could see 
other yellow spiders Jtfcyond, suggest- 
ing that it was no illasuin. 


While I stood worJmjrfbg in tho hot 


sun tho spider solvftjltShSsinystery by 
appearing again, fii^'&imlyjxtheu liko 
many spiders quiy.enngAib^tne strong 
light, finally resbjying , 
l -itself ;Mnto one 


huge yellow follow, that- moved liko a 
pendulum to nnd frp^and then stopped. 
I touched it gently witl11^switch I held, 
whereupon it delib&ftl dly began, to 
swing its huge body, imparting to'.the 
entire web a vibratory motion., \chich 
increased in rapidity until the body of 
tho spider began to grow fainter, nnd 
iu a few moments became invisible. It 
was all very simple when, understood. 
Tho spider when alarmed begun to 
swing, gradually increasing tho motion 
until it disappeared or could not be fol- 
lowed by the eye. Thinking the caso 
might bo exceptional, I again touched 
the spider, and again it literally swung 
itself out of sight. 


Crawling beneath the web, I con- 


fronted tho next spider, which also was 
yellow or saffron in color, with black, 
velvetlike markings, hanging in tho 
sun liko a great topaz, its web dotted 
with tho remains of many feasts—emp- 
ty skeletons of insects, bita of pourly fish 
scales, perhaps dropped by some pass- 
ing bird, a delicate feather and a mot- 
ley array of flies and other insect folk. 
At first the spider paid me scant atten- 
tion, then I saw a slight convulsive 
movement of its logs as it imparted the 
first long swing to its hainmockliks 
web that put this Avonderful life saving 
device, for .this ft was, in motion. It 
was the spider's defense and protection 
from enemies. 


Certain birds undoubtedly preyed 


upon the spiders, and this faculty of 
mysteriously disappearing had ou more 
than one occasion served it well. I 
could easily imagine the astonishment 
of the bird when darting down to seizo 
the plump and showy spidor to find that 
it had slipped away. 


There was much in this street of yel- 


low spiders to distract tho mind from 
the intense heat that ponrcd down from 
tho almost vertical sun. In the middle 
of the path, beyond, a turn, grow a 
clnmp of cactus, with hero and there a 
ripe fruit rich in the purple of full ma- 
turity—a brilliant contrast to the green 
leaves. As I stood watching tho hermit 
crabs dropping from the bushes an'd 
scurrying away over the sand I thought 
I saw a ripe fruit of the oactns move; 
then, to my amazement, it passed di- 
rectly out of 'sight, not after the fash- 
ion of tho spiders, but by slipping around 
one of the big leaves. I almost expected 
to see the others follow it, but nothing 
of the kind occurred. I walked along 
and placed myself in a position to see 
behind the broad, flat, pear shaped leaf. 
Thero was the purple object, now mov- 
ing cautiously around with tho evident 
intention of keeping itself out of sight, 
and then I saw that it %vns a. crab, a 
crab with a purple back the exact tint 
of the frnit, while its general shape, 
when the legs were tucked up beneath 
the body, made tho crab a mimic of the 
cactus fruit, a protective resemblance so 


safe from 


iharp eyed 
passed it by had it remained quiet, but 
he phenomenon of moving fruit at- 
iracted my attention and led to its dis- 
covery. 


For some distance I followed this 


street of spiders, creeping beneath tho 
webs when I could, and everywhere 
:bese tricks of nature to protect the de- 
fenseless were apparent. The eggs of 
the gulls simulated the sand in color; 
the little mantis, which clung to the 
big cedar, was the exact tint of the 
eaves and defied detection until acci- 
dentally brushed off. Over all life in 
the secluded spot nature had thrown 
jer protecting mantle of mimicry.— 
New York Post.
